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STANDARDIZING THE FLAG. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 


At last an effort is being made to call a 
halt to the steadily increasing number of 
freak varieties of the American flag. 
Offi­ 
cials of the department of commerce, flag 
manufacturers and others are perfecting a 
plan whereby only standard sizes will be 
manufactured. 
This movement comes none too soon. Too 
many Americans look upon their flag not 
as an emblem of the principles upon which 
their nation exists, but as something to be 
used for decorative purposes. 
It is not un­ 
common to see articles of clothing contain­ 
ing the design of the flag. It is twisted into 
various freak shapes to fit on automobiles. 
Its design is contained on handkerchiefs. 
So great has become the extent of this 
disrespectful use 
that 
one manufacturer 
has been making flags in eighty-eight sizes, 
seventeen qualities, with from one to nine 
styles in each quality. 
President Taft issued an executive order 
in 1912, establishing twelve standard sizes. 
The order was superseded by one by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, somewhat altering the stan­ 
dards, but retaining the original number. 
There are now being manufactured innu- J 
merable standards almost entirely different 
from those established by the two execu­ 
tive orders. 
The flag is an emblem— not a mere piece 
of bunting to be used in a color scheme. It 
should have but one standard of design and 
shape, and as few as possible standards of 
size. 
The grandeur of its meaning should 
not be 
deteriorated 
by 
subjecting it to 
freak uses.

/Because of the more than usual atten­ 
tion that has been given to the senatorial 
contest in this campaign there has been a 
tehdency to lose sight of the importance at­ 
tached to the balance of the ticket, and to 
forget the great issues involved in the con­ 
test.

Following this there cam© a 
flood of rumors and supposedly ‘‘au­ 
thentic” accounts of the tragedy, some 
of which stated that the baroness had 
killed herself In despair and that Ru­ 
dolf had committed suicide when he 
found her body, others telling of an al­ 
leged suicide pact between the lovers 
and still others hinting at complicity 
on the part of certain court officials 
who had been Instructed to put a stop 
to the intimacy between the baroness 
and the crown prince “at any cost.” 
A fourth story, which gained consid­ 
erable credence on the continent, was 
connected with a former fiance of the 
baroness, whom she had discarded In 
favor of Prince Rudolf. This person­ 
age, whose name was freely mentioned, 
was known to have been in the vicin­ 
ity of Meyerling castle on the night of 
the tragedy, and the report was that 
he had secured admittance to the 
apartments of the prince by bribing 
several of the servants, and bad shot 
both Rudolf and the baroness, making 
bls escape before the double murder 
was discovered. 
Still another angle to the whole af­ 
fair appeared several years later whoa 
the former crown prince and the baro­ 
ness were reported to have been seen 
In the United States, and it was freely 
hinted that news of their deaths had 
been given to the world In order to 
cover a scandal which would have 
shaken the throne of Austria and Im­ 
periled the friendship then existing be­ 
tween that countrv and Belgium. That 
this version of the tragedy is not as 
wild as it appears is evident from the 
fact that one of the foremost 
ency­ 
clopedias states that the crown prince 
“Is believed to have died, probably by 
his own hand, at the Castle Meyerling.” 
But the entire affair—whether dou­ 
ble murder, a suicide pact or an at­ 
tempt to cover a scandal Is only one 
of the many tragedies which made 


disappearance of the Grand Duke Jo­ 
hann Salvator; the murder of the Em­ 
press Elizabeth at Geneva and the as­ 
sassination of the heir to the throne, 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand and 
his morganatic wife, the final tragedy 
which led to the greatest of all—the 
World war and the subsequent par­ 
tition of the kingdom.

JEALOUSLY 
The ugliest of all human passions 
—and the 
one which 
makes 
the 
greatest misery in the world. 
It is 
the outcome of egotism, the twin sis­ 
ter of vanity, and its brood are all 
the sorrows of the human race. 
But what is jealousy when analy­ 
sed? 
It is the bitterness which arises 
either when someone else possesses 
that which we desire and cannot ob­ 
tain, or the fear that what we pos­ 
sess may be taken from us by 
an­ 
other—the very fact of our feeling 
fear, showing that we know this oth­ 
er possesses a power stronger than 
our own—and this is 
a 
reflection 
upon our personal merit, and there­ 
fore a wound to our self love. 
Men and women are jealous when 
another approaches one they love— 
their natural egotism is wounded by 
the inference that this other has not 
realized their own worth and dares 
to dispute their sway. Jealousy being 
roused to fury should the one they 
love respond to alien glances, 
be­ 
cause the w’ound to self love is deep­ 
er still in that case, and the poison 
sinks into the very being. 
But jealousy between the sexes is 
a more pardonable fault 
than 
any 
other form of the virus 
because it 
goes back to the instinct 
of 
self 
preservation, and 
in the broader 
sense, race preservation. It has 
to 
do with the recreative instinct, and 
although Its 
indulgence 
produces 
misery and crime, its origin is not al­ 
together base or wholly egotistical, 
so we will not discuss it here. 
Very noble characters otherwise, 
have been capable of jealousy about 
their loves, but no character could 
ever be counted noble, which is cap­ 
able of jealousy unconnected with 
the sex passion. 
Jealousy of anoth­ 
er's attainm ent of place, or fame of 
power or riches—jealousy of beauty, 
or talent or charm or success—is all 
“ihe fume 
of 
little 
hearts,” 
and 
should have no place in a fine char­ 
acter and w'ould have no place in any 
character if from earliest years the 
human mind of boy or girl 
were 
taught 
to 
think 
correctly. 
Who 
would let rank weeds remain in 
a 
garden he cared for, once he knew 
the weeds were there? It Is because 
the 
vital 
importance 
of 
probing 
their own souls in a ruthless, self- 
analysis, is not explained to growing 
human creatures, and only the vir­ 
tues they ought to possess indicated 
to them, and the vices they ought to 
avoid, but not the method of how to 
discover whether or not they do, or 
do not, possess these virtues or vi­ 
ces. If the same pains w'ere taken to 
instil into the subconscious mind in feel satisfaction in 
hearing all the 
early childhood the 
importance of 
keeping the soul untarnished, so that 
perfect self respect might result, as 
is taken to train the eye and brain to 
read, the automatic following would 
be that the subconscious mind, which 
never forgets anything, would guide 
conscious thought to attain fine char­ 
acter and never act beneath its stan­ 
dard of right. No child is too young 
to be instructed in how to think— 
and how to analyze—so as to avoid 
self deception. The meaning of van­ 
ity could be explained by the simp­ 
lest similics—and then 
when 
the 
first sign of jealousy 
showed, 
it 
could be analysed, and what caused 
it discovered, and that it was 
be­ 
cause of envy—a desire to have that 
which another 
possesses—and 
the 
meanness of this, and the 
paltrines 
of it—would be fully shown. The 
mind of a child would absorb this au­ 
tomatically, and 
the result 
would 
show when maturity came. The ac­ 
tions of thousands of growm persons 
discover that they are jealous, when 


they would not admit it in words, or 
even to themselves in thought. 
Be 
cause from faulty early training, very 
few’ minds are noble enough to face 
any failing, the admission of which 
could wound the self love. 
In this war, I wonder how many 
thousands of lives wrere lost by the 
direct, and indirect, action 
of the 
meanest jealousy 
among 
those in 
command? How many capable lead­ 
ers kept under by the jealousy of in­ 
capable superiors? 
But if the prin­ 
ciple had been inculcated 
from in­ 
fancy in those men, that their own 
self respect was of more consequence 
to them than any outward honor— 
and that the mind should be trained 
to make personal characteristics and 
faults and virtues, come up for fre­ 
quent self examination, they would 
have discovered 
that jealousy—af­ 
front to self love—was the cause of 
their mean behavior, and granting 
that the principle of self respect was 
the one of main importance to them 
—they would immediately have tak­ 
en pains to crush jealousy and act 
rightly. 
Men and women’s jealousy, arous­ 
ed by a subconscious knowledge of 
another’s superiority of 
character^ 
or talent, or powrer to attract love— 
or power to influence 
.those 
they 
themselves love and cannot influence 
—is the mainspring of half the unhap 
piness of the world. 
Whole, lives 
have been blighted, and reputations 
soiled by years of the insidious jeal­ 
ousy of some relative or friend, or 
dependent near 
perfectly 
innocent 
and beautiful characters, whose per­ 
sonalities are perhaps 
not strong 
enough to rebutt the 
evil currents 
coming towards them. 
But what of 
these jealous ones? and how does 
late reay them? If they understood 
the laws of cause and effect—action 
and reaction—the law of the boom­ 
erang in short—they would hesitate 
in fear to draw upon themselves the 
crushing penalties which their mean 
actions and 
thoughts 
and words, 
must inevitably bring. 
Have you ever seen any jealous 
person happy? or really able at all 
times to stifle conscious? or enjoy 
serenity of mind? They are torment­ 
ed by their own bitter thoughts, and 
the subconscious discomfort which 
the degradation of their souls make 
them feel, without 
analysing 
the 
cause. 
As soon as jealousy 
enters, 
all 
sense 
of 
justice 
goes—jealousy 
makes people circulate any idle tale 
to the detriment of the person who 
has aroused their venom. One wom­ 
an has taken a man from another, 
we will say. 
The injured one will 


nastiest things about her successful 
rival, and will repeat them, knowing 
perhaps that they are untrue. Jeal­ 
ousy of another’s position will cause 
an otherwise decent person to try to 
degrade 
or 
belittle it. 
Jealousy 
among professionals of all grades is 
perhaps the bitterest of any. Jealousy 
of his success w ill make a thousand 
enemies for a kindly man. Jealousy 
of a mother for her 
daughter, or 
father for son—what 
hideous 
sins 
have they produced. Jealousy of one 
country 
for 
another—what wars. 
Jealousy is indeed the root of nearly 
all crime and all misery. 
But why 
should we civilized people allow such 
a vile thing to warp all our progress? 
Why cannot evil qualities 
receive 
just as careful investigation 
from 
scientists and psychologists, with the 
object of their elimination ,as con­ 
sumption or cancer? 
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The favorite subjects of artists in 
the Stone Age were animals. 
Hun­ 
dreds of pictures of mammoths, bis­ 
on, horses and reindeer have 
been 
found upon the walls of caves, with 
now and then a skitch of a 
bear, 
wolf, duck, swan, fish or pig. 
Never de we find these old pain­ 
ters making images of the Btars or 
the moon. Their minds w*ere 
still 
dim. 
They probably thought little 
about the wondrous lights of night. 
Neither are trees or lakes seen on 
the w’alls or caves. 
Even pictures of human 
beings 
were much neglected. 
There are a 
few placed, however, where 
Stone 
Age artists made pictures of men 
and women. 
Two of these 
places 
are rock shelters near Alpera, Spain. 
They contain 70 pictures of human 
beings, painted in red and 
brown. 
Only three are of women, but they 
are highly interesting. 
The accom­ 
panying 
pictures 
are 
from 
this 
group. 
The face of the woman to the left 
can be seen plainly. Notice the high 
forehead. 
The hair 
seems 
short. 
The nose and chia are sharp. 
How thin both women look from 
the waist up! 
The narrow 
waists 
remind one of wasps. 
Very likely 
the thinness is due to poor w'ork by 
the artist. 
It w*ould be hard to im­ 
agine that women 
of 
those 
days 
could have been so foolish as to bind 
themselves with an: thing like cor­ 
sets! 
Most interesting of all 
are 
the 
skirts. 
Stone age pictures contain 
the first proof we have that 
such 
garments 
were 
worn. 
I 
wonder 
how it happened that women ever be 
gan to clothe themselves In such a 
fashion. 
The skirts are long, which is also 
surprising. 
Other pictures, however, show wo­ 


men wearing short skirts. Near the 
village of Cogul, Spain, is a Stone 
Age picture of nine women grouped 
around one man. 
Short skirts are 
worn by all except one of the wo­ 
men. 
Why were so many women paint­ 
ed around the man? 
Probably be­ 
cause the picture was meant to show 
the man had nine wives! 


Wmen never looked like this, but 
a Stone Age artist seems to 
have 
thought they did. 
The woman 
to 
the right is holding something In her 
hand. 
It is hard to say what.

WASHINGTON, Nov. I.—An ap- ( 
peal “to all Christian people to exert 
every influence to secure the impar- j 
tial enforcement of all laws” was is­ 
sued today by the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America.
